PUBLIC  HEALTH  DEPARTMENT. 


To  the  Lord  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the 

City  of  Stoke-on-Trent. 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1933. 

The  population  of  the  City  of  Stoke-on-Trent  taken  in  June,  1931, 
was  276,639.  According  to  the  Registrar  General  the  estimated  popu¬ 
lation  to  the  middle  of  1933  was  275,100  and  this  figure  is  used  throughout 
the  report.  This  is  a  reduction  of  1,400  as  compared  with  the  previous 
year. 

The  Birth  Rate  was  16.2  compared  with  17.2  for  the  previous  year, 
while  that  for  the  118  large  towns  was  14.4,  compared  with  15.4  for 
the  previous  year. 

The  Death  Rate  was  12.9  which  is  0.8  higher  than  the  previous 
year.  The  Death  Rate  for  the  118  large  towns  was  12.2. 

The  Infantile  Rate  was  89  and  that  for  the  large  towns  67. 

The  Maternal  Mortality  Rate  at  5.99  per  thousand  total  births  is 
considerably  higher  than  the  previous  year’s  figure,  which  was  4.58. 

During  the  year  there  was  a  considerable  increase  in  the  number  of 
cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  fortunately  of  a  very  mild  type.  Diphtheria,  on 
the  other  hand,  was  of  a  more  virulent  type  than  usual,  and  but  for 
satisfactory  hospital  treatment  would  have  resulted  in  many  more  deaths. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  Sepsis  in  expectant  mothers  has  been 
a  constant  source  of  worry,  and  many  of  the  cases  lead  one  to  suspect 
that  in  certain  parts  of  the  City  abortion  is  being  carried  on. 

A  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  on  modern  lines  has  been  approved 
and  should  assist  materially  in  the  work  of  the  Department. 

One  is  glad  to  see  more  houses  being  built  by  private  enterprise, 
but  until  the  Corporation  can  enter  on  a  large  scheme  for  building  at  a 
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much  faster  rate  the  general  overcrowding  in  the  City  will  not  be  over¬ 
come.  The  Clearance  Schemes  are  proceeding  steadily. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  future  policy  as  to  London  Road  Hospital 
may  be  satisfactorily  settled  by  mutual  agreement.  It  should  be 
understood,  however,  by  those  outside,  that  the  City  Council  is  not 
providing  additional  beds  at  that  Institution,  but  merely  replacing  those 
from  the  old  and  worn-out  buildings. 

In  conclusion,  I  desire  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  and  Hospitals  Committee  and  the  Sanitary  and  Cleansing 
Committee  for  their  assistance.  The  work  of  the  Committees  is  con¬ 
stantly  increasing.  I  also  desire  to  acknowledge  the  loyalty  and  help 
given  by  my  own  staff.

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AREA,  PHYSICAL  FEATURES  AND  GENERAL 
CHARACTERISTICS  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 


The  City  is  21,190  acres  in  area.  It  is  10  miles  long,  and  in  no 
part  more  than  5  miles  wide.  About  150  acres  are  covered  with  water. 
The  long  axis  of  the  district  lies  north-west  and  south-east.  It  is  bounded 
on  the  north  by  the  Urban  District  of  Biddulph  ;  on  the  north-west 
by  the  Urban  District  of  Kidsgrove  ;  on  the  north-east  by  the  Rural 
District  of  Leek,  and  the  Rural  District  of  Cheadle  ;  and  on  the  south 
and  south-west  by  the  Rural  District  of  Stone  ;  on  the  west  from  south 
to  north,  successively  by  the  Rural  District  of  Newcastle,  the  Borough 
of  Newcastle  and  the  Urban  District  of  Kidsgrove. 

The  highest  point  of  the  City  is  at  Shooters  Hills,  south-east  of 
Longton,  where  it  is  800  feet  above  sea  level ;  the  lowest  point  is  at 
Trentham,  where  the  Longton  Brook  passes  under  Stone  Road.  The 
north-east  side  of  the  district  is  on  a  higher  level  than  the  south-west, 
the  level  varying  from  700  to  600  feet  on  the  north-east,  and  from  600 
to  320  feet  on  the  south-west. 

The  district  is  crossed  somewhat  south  of  its  centre  by  the  River 
Trent  and  there  is  a  gradual  fall  along  the  valley  of  the  Trent  from 
the  north-east  to  the  south-west  from  480  to  320  feet.  The  northern 
portion  of  the  District  is  drained  by  the  Fowlea  and  Lyme  Brooks, 
which  run  along  the  south-west  and  west  boundaries,  receiving  on  their 
course  smaller  streams  from  the  north-east.  At  the  northern  limit  of 
Stoke  the  Fowlea  Brook  runs  across  the  district  to  join  the  River  Trent, 
and  the  Lyme  Brook  joins  the  Trent  at  the  south  end  of  Stoke  below 
Hanford  Bridge.  The  southern  portion  of  the  district  is  drained  by  the 
Chitlings  Brook  and  the  Longton  Brook. 

For  the  most  part  the  district  has  a  south-westerly  aspect,  only 
those  portions  of  Hanley  and  Stoke  lying  immediately  north  of  the 
Trent  Valley  having  a  south-east  aspect. 

The  Penkhull  hill  is  capped  by  sandstone — red  above  and  grey 
underlying  it,  red  and  grey  sandstone  also  appear  at  the  south-west 
end  of  the  area.  In  all  other  parts  the  subsoil  consists  of  red  and  mottled 
marls,  with  some  limestone  and  grey  marls  and  shales  with  coal  and 
ironstone.  The  clay  ranges  from  very  stiff  and  damp  to  loose  and  gravelly. 
Along  the  rivers  and  streams  gravel  and  sand  are  found,  and  water  at 
a  depth  of  a  few  feet. 


POPULATION. 

The  Registrar  General  gives  the  population  of  the  City  as  275,100 
at  the  middle  of  1933.  This  figure  is  a  reduction  of  1,400  on  the  figure 
supplied  by  the  Registrar  General  for  the  previous  year.  As  the  excess 
of  births  over  deaths  during  the  year  was  897,  it  is  obviously  considered 
that  a  large  number  of  people  have  left  the  City  to  reside  elsewhere.

The  distribution  of  the  population  over  the  whole  area  at  the  time 
of  the  1901  Census  averaged  18.6  persons  per  acre,  during  the  year  1911, 
21.0  persons  per  acre,  and  in  1921,  22.0  persons  per  acre.  The  number 
of  persons  per  acre  for  the  extended  City  in  1931  was  13.05. 

INHABITED  HOUSES. 

At  the  Census  in  1911  there  were  46,906  ;  and  at  the  Census  in 
1921  there  were  47,765.  The  number  of  inhabited  houses  at  the  Census 
of  1931  for  the  extended  City  was  58,687.  The  number  of  inhabited 
houses  at  the  present  time  is  probably  about  61,850.  The  proportion  of 
population  to  houses  was,  at  the  Census  in  1911,  5.0  ;  in  1921,  5.0  ;  and 
in  1931,  4.7  persons  per  house.  The  number  of  vacant  houses  at  the 
Census  of  1931  was  404. 

During  the  year  1933,  1,421  new  dwelling-houses  were  certified  for 
habitation.  676  of  these  were  built  by  the  Corporation  and  745  by 
private  owners.  In  1932  the  number  was  1,088,  and  in  1931,  960. 
Only  148  of  the  houses  erected  during  the  year  1933  were  built  with 
State  assistance. 


RATEABLE  VALUE. 

The  rateable  value  of  the  City  for  the  purposes  of  the  Consolidated 
Rate  in  1933  was: — £1,095,874,  compared  with  £1,023,444  in  I932^

BIRTHS. 


There  were  4,459  births  registered  and  allotted  to  the  City  in  1933 
giving  a  birth  rate  of  16.2  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

The  rate  for  the  118  large  towns  of  England  and  Wales  was  14.4 
per  thousand  and  for  England  and  Wales  14.4 

The  rate  is  1.0  lower  than  in  1932. 

The  ratio  of  births  of  males  to  births  of  females  during  the  year 
was  1,050  to  1,000.  For  the  year  1932  the  ratio  was  988  males  to  1,000 
females. 

Of  the  4,459  children  born,  2,284  were  males  and  2,175  were  females. 
The  number  of  births  and  birth  rates  for  the  various  areas  were  as

The  birth  rate  was  highest  in  Tunstall,  and  lowest  in  Stoke  and 
Burslem. 

The  natural  increase  of  population,  that  is,  excess  of  births  over 
deaths  was  897.  The  previous  year  it  was  1,397,  a  difference  of  500 
lives,  the  number  of  births  registered  being  291  less  than  in  1932,  while 
the  number  of  deaths  was  209  more. 

ILLEGITIMATE  BIRTHS. 

Of  the  total  births,  209,  or  4.69  per  cent.,  were  illegitimate. 

Of  the  illegitimate  births  97  were  males  and  102  were  females. 

STILL  BIRTHS. 

Under  the  Notification  of  Births  Act,  all  still  births  must  be  notified 
to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  219  were  notified  during  the  year 
under  the  Act,  and  of  these  80  were  attended  by  midwives,  86  by  medical 
men,  and  53  took  place  in  an  institution. 

The  number  registered  during  the  12  months  ending  31st  December 
was  233,  of  which  18  were  children  of  mothers  from  outside  the  City  area. 

Taking  the  number  of  still  births  that  occurred  in  1933  as  215,  it 
is  equal  to  4.6  per  cent,  of  the  total  births.  In  1932  there  were  290 
still  births,  equal  to  5.8  per  cent.

DEATHS. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  City  during  the  year  1933 
was  3,765.  This  gives  a  death  rate  of  13.7  per  1,000  of  the  population. 
Of  the  total  deaths,  1,582  occurred  in  public  institutions  in  the  district. 
If  the  deaths  of  non-residents  which  occurred  in  the  district  be  excluded 
and  the  deaths  of  residents  which  occurred  beyond  the  district  be  included 
the  nett  deaths  belonging  to  the  district  is  3,562  (1,841  males  and  1,721 
females),  and  the  death  rate  12.9  per  1,000. 

The  death  rate  for  the  118  large  towns  of  England  and  Wales  was 
12.2  per  1,000,  and  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales,  12.3 

The  death  rate  of  12.9  per  1,000  was  0.8  higher  than  that  of  1932 
and  is  accounted  for  by  the  larger  number  of  deaths  from  Influenza. 

The  death  rate  for  the  118  large  towns  of  England  and  Wales  was 
0.4  higher  in  1933  than  1932. 

The  birth  rate  is  lowest  in  the  Stoke  and  Burslem  districts  and 
highest  in  the  Tunstall  district.  The  death  rate  is  lowest  in  Stoke  and 
highest  in  Hanley.

In  addition  to  the  North  Staffs.  Royal  Infirmary,  there  are  two 
other  Voluntary  General  Hospitals  in  the  area,  viz.  :  Haywood  Memorial 
Hospital,  Burslem,  and  the  Longton  Cottage  Hospital.  The  Haywood 
Hospital  has  52  beds  and  14  cots  for  In-Patients,  and  an  Out-Patient 
Department.  The  Longton  Cottage  Hospital  has  42  beds  for  In-Patients, 
and  an  Out-Patient  Department. 


There  is  also  a  Special  Institution  in  connection  with  the  North 
Staffordshire  Cripples’  Aid  Society  for  dealing  with  Orthopaedic  cases, 
including  cases  of  surgical  Tuberculosis. 
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CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 


There  are  in  the  City  60,092  water  closets,  but  of  these  6,770  are 
waste  water  closets.

REFUSE  COLLECTION. 

The  importance  of  regular  house  refuse  collection  is  increasingly 
evident.  The  allocation  of  definite  rounds  to  employees,  and  the  limits 
of  one-week  capacity  bins  has  led  occupiers  of  premises  to  expect  collection 
to  take  place  every  week,  without  fail,  at  almost  exactly  the  same  hour. 

To  maintain  this  intensive  service,  efficient  organisation  is  impera¬ 
tive,  taking  into  account  the  addition  to  the  number  of  premises  and  the 
ever  increasing  bulkiness  of  the  refuse  to  be  collected. 

No  fewer  than  3,203,200  calls  were  made  for  house  refuse  alone, 
during  the  year.  This  meant  the  removal  and  disposal  of  67,809  tons  of 
waste  matter,  composed  of  : — 

Dry  Refuse  ...  61,764  tons 

Nightsoil  .  6,045  ,, 

In  addition  483  tons  of  Trade  Refuse  were  delivered  by  traders  for 
disposal. 

The  average  weight  of  dry  refuse  collected  during  the  twelve  months 
per  premises  was  20  cwts.  This  means  215.6  tons  a  day  for  every  working 
day  for  the  whole  City,  or  15.6  cwts.  per  thousand  persons  per  day. 

The  total  nett  cost  of  refuse  collection  and  disposal  for  1933  was 
£40,055,  or

During  the  period  under  review  it  was  found  possible  to  dispense 
with  the  services  of  the  hired  contractors  at  Goldenhill  and  district,  and 
now  the  collection  of  house  refuse  and  nightsoil  in  those  areas  is  done 
entirely  by  the  department’s  vehicles.

The  removal  of  the  mechanical  vehicle  repair  shop  from  Hanley  to 
Booth  Street  Depot,  Stoke,  and  the  commencement  of  the  building  of 
new  offices  and  stores  at  Booth  Street,  marked  two  important  stages  of 
progress  in  the  work  of  the  Department. 

REFUSE  DISPOSAL. 

The  proportion  of  refuse  dealt  with  by  controlled  tipping  is  slightly 
higher  than,  last  year.  In  1933  it  was  77  per  cent,  of  the  total  tonnage 
collected. 
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There  are  five  tipping  sites  in  use,  but  the  urgency  of  providing 
further  extensive  areas  for  future  tipping,  cannot  be  stressed  too  much. 

April,  1933,  saw  the  successful  completion  of  twelve  months  tipping 
at  Longton  Park,  when  6,700  tons  of  house  refuse  had  been  systematically 
deposited. 

During  the  year  there  were  48,033  tons  dealt  with  on  controlled 
tips  throughout  the  City,  at  an  average  all-in  cost  of  1/3. 2d.  per  ton. 

After  due  consideration,  the  screening  plant  at  the  Hanley  Destructor 
Work's  was  closed  down  in  September,  1933,  and  incineration  only 
sufficient  to  raise  steam  for  the  Waste  Eliminator  and  Offal  Plants 
was  continued.  A  tip  on  adjoining  destructor  land  was  commenced 
to  deal  with  the  bulk  of  the  refuse  formerly  delivered  to  the  Destructor. 

The  recovery  of  materials  was  mainly  confined  to  Baled  Tins,  a  total 
of  350  tons  being  produced. 


STREET  CLEANSING. 

The  outstanding  event  of  the  year  was  the  heavy  snowfall  which 
occurred  at  the  end  of  February.  This  necessitated  the  engagement  of 
160  casual  workers  in  addition  to  the  permanent  staff,  and  the  available 
of  the  City  Surveyor’s  Department.  The  clearing  of  the  streets  and 
removal  of  the  snow  cost  £2,109,  compared  with  £287  last  year. 

The  extent  of  the  snowfall  was  aggravated  by  there  being  only  one 
snow  plough  available.  Several  more  have  been  obtained  since,  which 
will  be  fitted  to  the  department’s  refuse  collection  vehicles  when  required. 
Two  machines  for  gritting  or  salt  spreading  have  also  been  purchased. 

The  use  of  street  orderlies  has  been  further  extended.  Much  cleaner 
streets  have  resulted,  and  frequent  visits  to  badly  littered  areas  have 
been  possible. 

The  mileage  of  public  streets  requiring  regular  attention  throughout 
the  City  is  214  miles,  and  is  increasing  as  streets  on  new  sites  are  com¬ 
pleted.

Ashbins. 

During  the  year  1,332  notices  were  served  on  owners  requiring  them 
to  provide  sufficient  ashes  accommodation.  In  many  cases,  on  the 
expiration  of  the  time  stated  in  the  notices,  it  was  found  that  bins  had 
not  been  provided,  the  Corporation  delivered  them  and  the  owners 
were  charged  with  the  cost.

Offensive  Trades.

Several  Bone  Burning  Works  ; 

Several  Marine  Stores,  Tripe  Boilers,  and  Gut  Scrapers  ; 
One  Fat  Melter  ; 

A  large  number  of  Fish  Fryers. 

A  list  of  Offensive  Trades  has  been  scheduled  by  the  Authority 
and  Byelaws  are  in  force  for  their  control. 

The  list  of  Scheduled  Trades  is  as  follows: — Fish  friers,  tripe  boilers  ; 
dealers  in  rags,  bones,  fat,  animal  skin  or  other  like  matter  in  an  offensive 
condition  ;  manure  manufacturers  ;  brick  burners,  gut  scrapers,  bone 
burners,  tanners,  leather  dressers,  fat  melters  or  fat  extractors,  glue 
makers,  size  makers  (except  Potters’  sizes)  and  blood  driers. 

Gut  Scraping. 

There  are  three  premises  specially  used  for  Gut  Scraping.  Under 
the  Public  Health  (Meat)  Regulations,  1924,  Gut  Scraping  is  prohibited 
in  slaughterhouses.  Four  complaints  have  been  received,  but  were 
remedied. 

Knacker’s  Yards. 

There  are  two  Knacker’s  Yards  ;  eight  complaints  were  received  of 
nuisances  at  these  premises. 

Skin  Yards. 

There  are  three  Skin  Yards  ;  one  at  Cross  Street,  Stoke,  one  at 
Milton,  and  one  at  Mollart  Street,  Hanley.  Four  complaints  were 
received  of  nuisances  at  these  premises.  One  of  the  Skin  Yards  is 
situated  in  a  congested  area  and  is  very  unsatisfactory. 

Fat  Melting  (Edible). 

This  trade  is  carried  on  on  a  large  scale  and  in  a  satisfactory  manner 
at  the  Public  Abattoir,  Hanley.  Up-to-date  machinery  is  installed  an  1 
no  complaints  have  been  received  of  any  nuisance  arising. 
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Tripe  Boiling. 

There  are  many  tripe  shops  in  the  City,  but  in  most  cases  the  tripe 
is  bought  ready  cleaned.  The  greater  part  of  the  tripe  cleaned  in  the 
City  is  dealt  with  at  eight  establishments.  Five  complaints  were  received 
as  to  a  nuisance  arising.  Some  of  the  premises  are  unsatisfactory. 

Marine  Stores. 

There  are  ten  Marine  Stores,  Lead,  metal,  rags,  bones  and  bottles 
are  the  chief  materials  dealt  with.  These  premises  have  been  periodically 
inspected  and  found  to  be  in  a  fairly  satisfactory  condition.  The  total 
number  of  inspections  was  20. 

Fried  Fish  Shops. 

During  the  year  in  nine  instances,  permission  was  given  for  premises 
to  be  used  for  the  purposes  of  fish  frying.  1,636  visits  have  been  made 
to  the  premises  used  for  this  purpose.  81  defects  were  found  and  43 
dealt  with.  The  condition  of  the  utensils,  pans,  etc.,  was  generally 
found  to  be  satisfactory.  The  Authority  does  not  now  permit  a  room 
in  an  ordinary  working  class  dwelling-house  to  be  converted  into  a  fried 
fish  shop. 

Court  proceedings  were  taken  during  the  year  against  an  occupier 
for  frying  fish  without  being  licensed.  Fie  was  fined  £1  plus  10/6  costs. 

Common  Lodging  Houses. 

There  are  10  common  lodging  houses  in  the  City.  During  the  year 
537  inspections  of  common  lodging  houses  were  made  by  day.  Four 
notices  were  served  for  the  rectifying  of  minor  offences  ;  they  were  all 
complied  with. 

The  ten  lodging  houses  are  registered  for  the  accommodation  of 
239  persons  per  night.  There  were,  according  to  the  returns  sent  in, 
58,858  persons  accommodated  during  the  year,  as  compared  with 
70,780  in  1932.  One  lodging  house  in  Tunstall  was  discontinued  during 
the  year. 

The  premises  are  in  the  majority  of  cases  old  houses  adapted  for 
the  purpose  and  some  of  the  buildings  are  in  a  very  poor  condition. 

New  Byelaws  were  brought  into  force  this  year. 

Houses  Let  in  Lodgings. 

There  are  now  on  the  register  177  houses.  1,181  inspections  were 
made  during  the  year.  One  hundred  and  thirty-eight  defects  were 
found  ;  these  have  since  received  attention. 

SMOKE  NUISANCES. 

For  the  abatement  of  smoke  nuisances  659  time  observations  of  half- 
an-hour  have  been  taken  of  boiler  chimneys  during  the  year,  as  com¬ 
pared  with  727  in  the  previous  year. 
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Twenty-four  complaints  have  been  received  during  the  year  and 
investigated. 

Ninety-seven  notices  have  been  served  for  the  abatement  of  smoke 
nuisances  and  twenty-seven  special  slips  have  been  left  at  various  firms 
giving  the  results  of  observations. 

Warnings  have  been  given  in  224  instances. 

Ninety-nine  visits  have  been  made  to  Brick,  Tile  and  Marl  Works 
and  thirty-four  visits  to  Collieries,  and  the  Managers  and  Firemen 
interviewed. 

Of  the  659  half-hour  observations  taken,  282  showed  black  smoke 
emitted  for  four  minutes  or  more  during  the  half-hour.  The  number  of 
observations  showing  no  black  smoke  was  112. 

The  number  of  observations  emitting  black  smoke,  but  not  exceeding 
the  time  limit  was  265.

OVENS  AND  KILNS. 

During  the  year  ioo  timed  observations  have  been  made  of  kilns 
and  8 1  of  ovens.  Twenty  letters  were  sent  in  connection  with  these 
observations. 

One  hundred  and  seventy-four  interviews  have  been  held  with 
kiln  firemen,  148  with  oven  firemen,  and  89  with  other  oddmen  and 
assistants. 

Grit  Nuisance. 

A  number  of  inspections  were  made  during  the  year  and  also  special 
investigations  made  in  a  few  cases.  Various  improvement  being  made 
and  in  some  instances  new  plant  installed  to  abate  the  nuisance. 

One  hundred  and  sixty-seven  inspections  for  emission  of  fumes, 
vibration  and  inefficient  silencers  were  made  and  in  the  majority  of  cases 
the  nuisances  were  remedied.

Methods  of  Dealing  with  Infested  Premises. 

Poisons  Used 

1.  Phosphorus  Preparations.  Harrisons  has  been  used  with  good  results. 

2.  Barium  Carbonate  (Commercial). 

[a]  Made  up  in  paste.  Fair  results. 

(b)  Mixed  with  castor  sugar,  oatmeal  and  salt,  used  dry  and  wrapped 
up  in  tissue  paper.  Not  very  successful. 

3.  Red  Squill  Biscuits.  Very  good  results. 

4.  Rat  Lime.  Successfully  used  in  private  houses,  etc.,  for  mice,  but 
not  suitable  for  rats  in  China  and  Earthenware  Factories  on  account 
of  heat. 
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5-  Strychnine. 

This  poison  is  too  deadly  for  general  use,  but  put  in  safe  places  very 
effective  when  put  between  butter  puff  biscuits. 

In  man}/  instances  drains  have  been  relayed  and  rooms  rat  proofed 
with  effective  results. 

6.  Trapping. 

Steel  and  wire  traps  have  been  used  with  success  where  it  was 
inadvisable  to  lay  poisons. 

Infested  Premises. 

The  premises  found  to  be  most  infested  with  rats  are  Food  Stores, 
Factories  and  Institutions. 


Schools. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  the  School  Medical  Officer,  and  a 
separate  Report  is  published. 

All  the  schools  were  inspected  four  times  during  the  year  in  relation 
to  the  sanitary  conditions  and  water  supply.  The  list  of  sanitary  defects, 
numbering  134,  were  referred  to  the  Education  Authority.  Extensive 
alterations  to  the  lavatories  were  put  in  hand  to  many  of  the  schools. 

School  Closure. 

No  schools  were  closed  on  account  of  the  presence  of  infectious 
diseases. 


Sanitary  Condition  of  Theatres,  Music  Halls,  etc. 

There  were  thirty-one  picture  palaces  and  theatres.  These  premises 
were  inspected  periodically  and  55  minor  defects  found  were  immediately 
remedied  by  the  managers. 

Distribution  of  Lime  and  Lime  Brushes. 

Facilities  exist  throughout  the  district  for  the  free  distribution  of 
lime  and  the  loan  of  whitewash  brushes  for  the  cleansing  of  houses  where 
this  is  desirable  ;  this  has  assisted  in  obtaining  a  higher  standard  of  clean¬ 
liness  in  the  poorer  class  of  houses. 

Public  Urinals. 

The  whole  of  the  public  urinals  were  systematically  inspected. 
They  were  found  to  be  in  a  fairly  satisfactory  condition. 

MILK  SUPPLY. 

The  number  of  purveyors  of  milk  registered  under  the  Milk  and 
Dairies  (Amendment)  Act,  1922,  is  660,  as  compared  with  573  last  year. 
The  number  of  visits  paid  was  594. 
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The  Milk  and  Dairies  (Consolidation)  Act,  1915. 

All  samples  of  milk  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  were 
submitted  to  Dr.  J.  Menton,  the  Staffordshire  County  Council  Bacterio¬ 
logist  as  in  previous  years. 

During  the  year  two  hundred  and  eighty-nine  samples  of  milk 
were  taken  for  examination  as  to  the  present  of  tubercle  bacilli  ;  of  these, 
27  were  reported  to  contain  tubercle  bacilli  ;  this  represents  a  rate  of 
9.3  per  cent,  of  samples  affected  this  year  as  compared  with  12.5  per 
cent,  the  previous  year. 

Of  the  twenty-seven  positive  cases  of  tuberculosis  reported,  thirteen 
were  from  farms  situate  within  the  city,  twelve  from  farms  in  the  county 
area,  one  from  Salop  and  one  from  Cheshire.  The  powers  conferred  by  the 
Milk  and  Dairies  (Consolidation)  Act,  1915,  were  put  into  operation 
in  each  case. 

In  addition  to  the  examination  of  each  sample  for  tubercle  bacilli 
two  hundred  and  eighty-six  of  these  samples  were  examined  for  the 
presence  of  B.Coli  and  a  bacterial  count  was  made  at  the  same  time. 

Taking  the  standard  of  200,000  organisms  per  c.c.,  and  no  B.Coli 
in  i/ioooth  c.c..,  or  the  Grade  ‘A'  milk  maximum  limit  as  a  basis  for 
ordinary  milk — the  286  samples  show  an  average  count  of  194,972  organ¬ 
isms  per  c.c.  Fifty-five  samples  were  found  to  contain  bacteria  exceeding 
the  Grade  ‘A’  maximum  limit.  The  producers  in  each  case  were  warned 
and  further  samples  were  taken  ;  these  upon  examination  were  found 
to  show  a  considerable  improvement.

Fifty-two  samples  of  “Graded”  Milk  were  collected  and  submitted 
for  a  bacterial  count,  and  of  these  twelve  were  returned  as  containing 
bacteria  in  excess  of  the  respective  maximum  limit  allowed  for  their 
grades. 

Of  the  fifty-two  samples,  twenty-three  were  also  examined  for  the 
present  of  tubercle  bacilli,  one  of  which  was  found  to  contain  tubercle 
bacilli. 

One  Grade  “A”  T.T.  sample  of  high  bacterial  content  produced  in 
the  County  of  Salop  was  reported  to  the  Ministry  of  Health,  a  repeat 
sample  was  not  possible  as  no  further  supplies  were  coming  into  the 
City. 
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Repeat  samples  of  other  graded  milks  of  high  bacterial  content  were 
found  to  be  satisfactory.  The  average  bacterial  count  for  all  Graded 
Milks  was  101,516  organisms  per  c.c.

All  the  sheds  have  been  limewashed  at  least  twice  during  the  year. 

Repairs  have  been  carried  out  at  a  number  of  cowsheds  during  the 
past  year  and  many  improvements  made. 

The  approximate  number  of  milking  cows  throughout  the  City  is 
1,73 5,  as  compared  with  1,983  in  the  previous  year. 

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  (ADULTERATION)  ACT,  1928. 

The  number  of  Samples  taken  for  Analysis  by  the  Public  Analyst 
during  the  year  was  667,  Owing  to  the  death  of  the  Public  Analyst  in 
September  an  interval  of  nine  weeks  elapsed  before  any  further  samples 
could  be  submitted  for  analysis.  This  represents  a  loss  of  112  samples 
for  the  year  and  accounts  for  the  lower  number  of  samples  analysed 
compared  with  the  previous  year.

Preservatives  in  Milk,  Butter,  Margarine,  etc. 

Of  the  380  samples  of  milk  submitted  for  analysis,  none  were  found 
to  contain  preservatives. 

No  preservative  was  found  in  the  six  samples  of  cream,  and  of  the 
twenty-three  samples  of  butter  analysed  no  preservatives  were  found. 
Two  samples  of  margarine  contained  no  preservatives,  and  no  preservative 
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was  found  in  any  of  the  made  up  foodstuffs  such  as  brawn,  beef  roll, 
potted  meat,  and  luncheon  sausage. 

Three  samples  of  preserved  sausage  contained  sulphur  dioxide  in 
permissible  quantities  and  were  labelled  correctly. 

One  sample  of  tripe  showed  a  trace  of  boric  acid.  The  five  samples 
of  lard  were  tested  for  paraffin  but  none  found. 

Registration  of  Margarine  Dealers. 

There  have  been  no  fresh  registrations  during  the  year,  fourteen 
visits  were  made  to  registered  premises,  no  infringements  being  found.

No  fresh  registrations  have  been  taken  out  during  the  past  year.

Nine  hundred  and  four  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  the 
above  Act  and  orders,  89  cautions  were  given  for  infringements,  there 
were  two  prosecutions  as  shown  in  a  preceding  table.  Both  these 
defendants  had  been  previously  warned.  One  hundred  and  ninety-four 
visits  were  also  paid  to  the  various  markets  in  the  City  in  connection 
with  the  above  mentioned  act  and  orders. 

Other  Foods. 

Two  Inspectors  devote  the  whole  of  their  time  to  the  inspection 
of  slaughterhouses,  food,  the  supervision  of  premises  where  food  is 
manufactured  and  stored,  and  premises  such  as  Greengrocers’  Shops, 
Tripe  Cleaning  premises,  Cold  Stores,  Wholesale  Fruit  Stores,  Grocers’ 
Shops,  premises  in  which  sausages  and  meat  pies  are  made,  etc. 

During  the  vear  visits  were  paid  to  Slaughterhouses,  Meat  Shops, 
English  and  Foreign  ;  Fish  Shops,  retail  and  wholesale  ;  Markets  and 
to  other  premises.

Seventy-three  Personal  Notices  were  served  throughout  the  year  for 
the  limewashing  of  slaughterhouses,  lairs,  etc.,  also  for  the  replacing  of 
wornout  garbage  vessels.  In  every  case  the  notices  were  complied  with. 

The  private  slaughterhouses  are  scattered  throughout  the  whole  of 
the  City,  and  hours  of  slaughter  have  to  be  notified  under  the  Public 
Health  (Meat)  Regulations,  1924.  Regulations  complied  with. 
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A  definite  standard  is  now  laid  down  for  all  slaughterhouses  and  it 
is  hoped  to  effect  many  improvements  throughout  the  City. 

Ice  Cream  Shops.  During  the  year  621  visits  have  been  made  to 
these  premises. 


Canal  Boats. 

During  the  year  830  Canal  Boats  have  been  inspected  in  this 
district.  They  were  found  to  be  clean,  well  ventilated,  and  in  a  good 
state  of  repair. 

The  accommodation  provided  on  these  830  canal  boats  was  as 
follows  : — 

2,693  persons,  being  an  average  of  3.24  per  boat.  The  number  of 
persons  in  occupation  was: — 2,490,  viz.: — males,  1,103  1  females,  637  ; 
children,  750,  being  44.29  per  cent,  males  ;  25.63  per  cent,  females  ; 
30.09  per  cent,  children  ;  cr  an  average  of  3.0  persons  in  occupation 
per  boat,  but,  if  two  children  are  counted  as  one  adult,  reduced  the 
average  in  occupation,  to  2.5. 

Of  the  750  children  on  board,  there  were  514, or  68.5  percent,  over 
five  years  and  therefore  of  school  age,  236  or  31.5  per  cent,  were  under 
five  years  of  age,  381  or  50.8  per  cent,  were  boys,  and  369  or  49.2  per 
cent,  were  girls.

The  attack  rates  per  1,000  of  the  population  for  the  various  districts 
were  as  follows: — Tunstall,  1.16  ;  Burslem,  1.32  ;  Hanley.  0.65  ;  Stoke, 
0.97  ;  Fenton,  0.81  ;  Longton,  0.48  ;  Smallthorne,  Norton,  Bucknall, 
etc.,  0.73.

There  were  161  cases  notified  during  the  year,  with  six  deaths. 
In  1932  125  cases  were  notified  with  nine  deaths. 

Enquiries  are  made  into  these  cases  and  the  sanitary  condition  of 
the  houses  attended  to. 


Cerebro  Spinal  Fever.

CITY  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  HOSPITAL,  BUCKNALL. 

On  31st  December,  1932,  67  patients  remained  under  treatment. 
During  the  year  1933,  959  cases  were  admitted,  making  a  total  of  1,026 
cases  treated  during  the  year.  .  806  cases  were  discharged  cured,  37  died, 
and  there  were  183  remaining  in  the  Hospital  on  31st  December,  1933. 

This  is  the  largest  number  of  admissions  to  the  Hospital  since  1928, 
and  is  due  to  the  epidemic  of  Scarlet  Fever  which  commenced  in  the 
latter  part  of  the  year.

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Scarlet  Fever. 


Four  hundred  and  seventy-five  notified  cases  of  this  disease  were 
admitted  during  the  year,  this  being  289  cases  more  than  in  last  year. 
Fortunately  the  type  of  case  is  on  the  whole  very  mild,  and  very  few 
serious  cases  have  been  observed.  Three  deaths  have  occurred,  giving  a 
case  mortality  of  0.6  per  cent.  Scarlet  Fever  Antitoxin  was  administered 
in  about  100  cases,  with  a  view  to  noting  the  effect  on  complications, 
but  as  complications  were  rare  in  the  whole  series  of  cases,  the  results 
were  not  conclusive. 

Diphtheria. 

Two  hundred  and  thirty-four  cases  notified  as  Diphtheria  were 
admitted  during  the  year,  this  being  76  cases  more  than  in  last  year. 
Of  those  36  were  found  not  to  be  suffering  from  Diphtheria,  leaving  a  total 
of  198  true  cases  of  the  disease.  Four  deaths  occurred  among  the  true 
cases,  giving  a  case  mortality  of  2.0  per  cent.,  and  one  death  occurred 
among  the  wrongly  notified  cases.  Comparing  this  rate  with  that  of 
4.6  per  cent,  for  1932,  and  7.8  per  cent  for  1931,  it  seems  very  satis¬ 
factory.  But  it  must  be  pointed  out  that  during  the  year  the  number  of 
very  serious  cases  has  been  much  greater  than  in  recent  years,  and  the 
complications  of  paralysis  have  been  much  more  frequent.  Enormous 
doses  of  Antitoxin  have  been  necessary  ;  in  fact  the  serum  used  has 
been  almost  four  times  the  amount  in  last  year. 

Laryngeal  cases  numbered  22,  and  Tracheotomy  had  to  be  performed 
in  seven  of  those,  six  recovering  and  one  dying. 

Typhoid  Fever. 

Only  two  cases  of  this  disease  were  admitted  during  the  year,  and 
both  recovered. 

Measles. 

No  epidemic  of  measles  occurred  in  the  City  during  the  year,  and 
only  12  cases  were  admitted.  All  recovered. 

Puerperal  Fever. 

Twenty-nine  cases  notified  as  Puerperal  Fever  or  Puerperal  Pyrexia 
were  admitted  during  the  year.  Seven  deaths  occurred,  giving  a  case 
mortality  of  24.0  per  cent. 


Erysipelas. 

Sixty  cases  of  Erysipelas  were  admitted  during  the  year  as  compared 
with  46  in  1932.  The  number  of  admissions  of  this  disease  has  steadily 
increased  during  the  past  few  years.  Six  deaths  occurred,  giving  a  case 
mortality  of  10. o  per  cent. 


Chicken  Pox. 

Fifteen  cases  were  admitted,  chiefly  in  children  from  other 
institutions  in  the  City.  All  recovered. 
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Whooping  Cough. 

Twelve  cases  were  admitted,  all  of  which  were  complicated  by 
Broncho-Pneumonia.  There  were  three  deaths,  a  case  mortality  of 
25.0  per  cent. 


Rubella. 

Fourteen  cases  were  admitted  during  the  year,  all  from  other 
Institutions,  and  all  recovered. 


Mumps. 

Two  cases  were  admitted,  and  both  recovered. 

Infectious  Diseases  of  the  Nervous  System. 

Six  cases  of  Cerebro-Spinal  Meningitis  were  admitted,  but  in  only 
two  cases  was  the  diagnosis  confirmed,  and  both  of  them  recovered. 
Three  cases  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  other  forms  of  meningitis, 
and  all  three  died. 

Seven  cases  of  Acute  Anterior  Poliomyelitis  were  admitted.  In  six 
cases  the  diagnosis  was  confirmed,  and  one  very  acute  case  died.  The 
practice  is  to  treat  such  patients  at  this  Hospital  so  long  as  they  are 
thought  to  be  infectious,  and  they  are  then  transferred  to  the  Orthopaedic 
Hospital  as  in-  or  out-patients  for  further  treatment. 

The  wrongly  notified  case  died  of  Tuberculous  Meningitis. 

One  case  notified  as  Encephalitis  was  admitted,  and  the  patient  died. 

Vaccinia. 

One  case  notified,  as  Vaccinia  was  admitted,  but  the  case  was  diag¬ 
nosed  as  one  of  Impetigo,  and  was  cured. 

Pneumonia. 

Sixty-four  cases  of  Pneumonia  were  admitted  during  the  year. 
This  is  by  far  the  largest  number  of  admissions  of  this  disease,  and  most 
of  the  cases  occurred  during  the  epidemic  of  Influenza  in  the  early  part 
of  the  year,  and  were  a  complication  of  that  disease.  It  is  gratifying 
to  notice  the  increased  use  of  the  Hospital  for  the  treatment  of  such 
cases.  Seven  deaths  occurred,  giving  a  case  mortality  of  10. o  per  cent.

The  death  rate  from  Bronchitis  in  the  City  was  0.68  per  1,000  of 
the  population.  There  were  188  deaths  from  this  disease,  as  against 
153  last  year.  The  rate  for  1932  was  0.55. 

The  death  rate  from  Pneumonia  was  1.05  per  1,000  of  the  popu¬ 
lation.  The  death  rate  for  1932  was  0.84. 


Alcoholism. 

Alcoholism  caused  three  deaths  during  1933.  All  of  these  were 
certified  as  due  to  Cirrhosis  of  the  Tiver.  In  1932  there  were  eight  deaths 
due  to  Alcoholism. 


Lead  Poisoning. 

This  is  an  affection  which  is  associated  with  pottery  manufacture. 
Through  careful  supervision,  and  under  the  Special  Rules  of  the  Home 
Office,  lead  poisoning  has  diminished. 

According  to  the  Report  of  the  Departmental  Committee  there 
were  engaged  in  1907  as  lead  workers  under  the  Earthenware  and  China 
Rules  in  North  Staffordshire,  5,299  persons  (3,371  males  and  1,928 
females).  In  1920  there  were  32  cases  of  lead  poisoning  ;  in  1921,  34 
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cases  ;  in  1922,  48  cases  ;  in  1923,  46  cases  ;  in  1924,  50  ;  in  1925,  42  ; 
in  1926,  38  ;  in  1927,  14  ;  in  1928,  25  ;  in  1929,  11  ;  in  1930,  20  ; 
in  1931,  8  ;  in  1932,  14  ;  and  in  1933,  12  cases.

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Out  of  the  242  deaths  from  Phthisis  during  the  year,  43  had  not 
been  notified,  a  percentage  of  17.77.  There  were  41  deaths  from  other 
forms  of  Tuberculosis,  and  17  of  these  had  not  been  notified,  a  percentage 
of  41.46,  which  is  much  too  high  a  figure  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  it 
will  be  considerably  reduced  by  more  careful  attention  to  notification. 

The  242  deaths  is  equal  to  a  death  rate  of  o .88  per  1,000  ;  in  1932 
there  were  235  deaths  and  a  death  rate  of  0.84  per  1,000.  In  England 
and  Wales,  in  1933,  the  death  rate  was  0.69  per  1,000. 

Forty-eight  deaths  occurred  in  persons  aged  15  to  25,  and  169  in 
persons  between  the  ages  of  25  and  65  years. 

During  the  year,  9,551  visits  were  paid  by  the  Tuberculosis  Nurses. 
The  number  of  visits  paid  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officers  was  300. 

There  were  41  deaths  in  the  year  from  forms  of  Tuberculosis  other 
than  Phthisis,  equal  to  a  rate  of  0.15  per  1,000  of  the  population.  In 
I933  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  0.134. 

The  total  death  rate  from  all  forms  of  Tuberculosis,  including 
Phthisis,  was  1.03  per  1,000.  In  1933  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
was  0.824  Per  1,000  of  the  population. 

Other  Forms  of  Tuberculosis. 

There  were  99  cases  notified  of  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis,  and 
41  deaths,  giving  a  rate  of  0.15  per  1,000  of  the  population.  Of  these 
deaths,  two  occurred  in  children  under  one  year  of  age,  and  nine  among 
children  between  one  year  and  five  years.

The  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  in  Glebe  Street,  Stoke,  is  open  daily, 
and  five  clinics  are  held  each  week. 
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The  work  at  the  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  continues  as  in  previous 
years,  special  efforts  being  made  to  diagnose  the  complaint  at  as  early 
a  stage  as  possible.  An  effort  is  also  made  to  keep  contacts  of  known 
cases  undersupervision,  and  the  difficulty  attached  to  this  work  appears 
now  to  have  been  overcome. 

During  1933  there  were  668  "contacts”  of  notified  cases  examined 
at  the  Dispensary,  compared  with  849  for  1932.  Naturally  great  atten¬ 
tion  was  paid  to  "contacts”  from  households  where  there  was  a  definite 
infectious  tuberculous  case  with  a  positive  sputum. 

On  31st  December,  1933,  there  were  494  tuberculous  cases  with  a 
known  positive  sputum  in  the  City.  It  is  to  be  feared  that  this  figure  is 
unduly  low  for  a  City  of  this  size  and  our  special  efforts  are,  and  must 
be  concentrated  in  the  future  in  endeavouring  to  expose  all  the  positive 
cases  and  having  them  treated  or  otherwise  efficiently  segregated.  The 
distribution  of  these  known  positive  cases  is  shown  on  the  following 
table  in  the  respective  years  of  incidence.: —

There  are  91  beds  available  at  the  Stanfield  Sanatorium  and  48  at 
the  Cheshire  Joint  Sanatorium  for  adult  male  and  female  patients,  whilst 
48  beds  are  available  at  Bagnall  Sanatorium  for  children.  In  addition, 
there  are  four  beds  for  City  cases  at  Wrenbury  Hall  colony  administered 
from  the  Cheshire  Joint  Sanatorium.  The  increased  bed  content 
resulting  from  taking  over  Bagnall  Hospital  has  proved  to  be  of  ines¬ 
timable  value  in  the  treatment  of  tuberculous  children  and  the  results 
obtained  are  gratifying  and  encouraging.  It  would  be  a  great  advantage 
to  have  an  Alpine  Sun  Lamp  installed  there  so  that  the  children  could 
have  artificial  sunlight  during  the  long  winter  months. 
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A  considerable  number  of  beds  are  still  required  for  Pulmonary 
cases,  and  the  question  of  providing  these  is  under  discussion.

During  the  year  13  cases  were  admitted  to  Stanfield  for  observation. 
Eight  cases  were  discharged  during  the  year,  of  which  three  were  dis¬ 
charged  as  tuberculous,  one  as  non-tuberculous  and  in  three  cases  it  was 
impossible  to  arrive  at  a  definite  diagnosis.  One  patient  died  from  a 
ruptured  Aneurysm.  There  were  still  six  in  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

There  were  24  cases  admitted  to  Bagnall  Sanatorium  for  observation. 
Seventeen  cases  were  discharged  during  the  year.  Of  these  ten  were 
discharged  as  tuberculous,  four  as  non-tuberculous  and  there  were  three 
cases  in  which  it  was  im  possible  to  arrive  at  a  definite  diagnosis.  There 
were  still  seven  in  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Three  cases  were  admitted  to  the  Cheshire  Joint  Sanatorium,  during 
the  year,  for  observation.  Two  cases  were  discharged,  one  as  tuber¬ 
culous  and  in  the  other  case  it  was  impossible  to  arrive  at  an}^  definite 
diagnosis.  There  was  one  case  still  in  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

A  few  sleeping  shelters  have  been  provided  by  the  Corporation  for 
the  use  of  patients  at  their  own  homes,  where  the  surroundings  are 
suitable. 

After-Care. 

The  voluntary  After-Care  Committee  has  remained  at  work.  Its 
scope  has  been  widened,  and  in  addition  to  the  provision  of  various 
sundries  on  behalf  of  tuberculous  patients  not  chargeable  to  other 
organisations,  it  has  done  much  good  work  in  assisting  those  in  need 
to  procure  dentures  and  so  allow  adequate  dental  treatment  to  be  carried 
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out.  Extra  nourishment  is  also  provided  in  certain  cases.  Owing  to 
the  keen  interest  of  the  various  members  it  has  been  possible  to  obtain 
assistance  from  numberous  funds  and  societies,  thus  greatly  augmenting 
our  funds  and  activities. 

A  new,  pleasing  and  material  feature  introduced  during  the  year  as 
part  of  the  Committee’s  work  was  the  resolution  granting  financial 
assistance  towards  the  rent  of  houses  allotted  to  tuberculous  patients. 
Fifteen  such  patients  were  assisted  in  the  course  of  the  year.  This 
aspect  of  their  work  is  being  materially  extended. 


New  Dispensary. 

From  the  increased  number  of  patients  attending,  particularly 
“contacts”  of  notified  cases,  a  large  dispensary  built  on  modern  lines 
and  equipped  with  the  necessary  diagnostic  apparatus,  constitutes  a 
great  necessity.  It  is  pleasing  to  record  that  the  Health  and  Hospitals 
Committee  have  resolved  to  have  a  new  dispensary  built  on  a  site  in 
Victoria  Road,  Shelton,  for  which  purpose  the  required  land  has  been 
taken  over.  This,  when  it  materializes,  will  prove  a  great  boon,  and 
it  will  save  the  poverty-stricken  tuberculous  patient  endless  trouble 
and  expense,  as  everything  can  be  done  for  the  patient  in  one  centre, 
excepting  Sanatorium  treatment.  At  present  the  patients  have  to  go  up 
to  Stanfield  Sanatorium  when  an  X-Ray  examination  is  wanted.  From 
the  administrative  standpoint,  greater  efficiency  will  accrue  from  the 
incidental  facilities  relating  thereto.  From  the  social  standpoint,  the 
department  should  be  made  as  attractive  as  possible  so  as  to  entice 
patients  to  attend  as  regularly  as  possible,  because  they  will  realize 
eventually  that  everything  is  being  done  for  them  in  an  effort  to  help 
them  bury  the  stigmata  of  an  unfortunate,  often  serious,  malady. 

Surgical  Tuberculosis. 

The  Corporation  have  an  arrangement  with  the  North  Stafford 
Cripples’  Aid  Society  for  the  treatment  of  cases  of  Surgical  Tuberculosis 
in  children  at  the  Institution  in  the  City.  Twelve  beds  were  reserved 
for  Stoke-on-Trent  cases. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  the  Institution  is  the  Surgical  Tuberculosis 
Officer  of  the  Corporation.  During  the  year  an  average  of  18.0  children 
were  in  daily  residence,  and  under  the  new  agreement  for  adults  suffering 
from  Surgical  Tuberculosis  there  was  an  average  of  four  in  daily  residence. 
Patients  after  discharge  from  the  Institution  are  attended  to  at  their 
houses  by  Nurses  from  the  Institution. 

There  are  at  the  present  time  1,774  known  cases  of  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis,  and  363  cases  of  non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  Of  the 
former  number  1,966  were  under  the  general  supervision  of  the  Dis-' 
pensary  on  the  31st  of  December,  1933,  for  whom  227  were  known  to 
have  their  disease  in  an  arrested  condition  on  that  date. 

Dr.  Mitchell  Smith,  Surgical  Tuberculosis  Officer,  reports  as  follows — 
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“During  the  year  1933,  338  cases  of  Surgical  Tuberculosis  in  children 
of  the  City  of  Stoke-on-Trent  were  under  treatment  at  the  Orthopaedic 
Hospital,  Hartshill. 

Thirty-one  of  these  cases  were  treated  as  In-Patients  for  a  longer 
or  shorter  period  according  to  their  necessities.  Eight  have  been  dis¬ 
charged  as  cured,  and  two  have  died.

It  will  be  noted  that  there  has  been  again  a  definite  increase  in 
the  number  of  attendances  at  the  Municipal  Clinic  in  Wellesley  Street, 
Shelton.  This  is  not  due  to  an  increase  in  the  incidence  of  these  diseases 
in  the  City  as  the  total  number  of  new  cases  remains  about  the  same, 
but  to  the  fact  that  infected  patients  are  attending  more  regularly  for 
treatment. 

In  previous  returns  it  was  pointed  out  that  the  ratio  of  new  cases 
of  syphilis  to  gonorrhoea  was  about  2  to  3,  whereas  the  ratio  of  syphilis 
to  gonorrhoea  for  the  whole  of  the  country  was  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
1  to  3  or  even  higher. 

Last  year’s  figures  more  closely  approximate  the  general  average 
of  incidence  for  England  and  Wales. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  an  increase  in  the  number  of  non  venereal 
cases  ;  showing  that  those  who  have  any  reason  to  believe  they  have 
contracted  venereal  disease  are  more  ready  to  come  for  examination 
and  treatment. 

As  a  result  of  treatment  a  total  of  620  patients  were  discharged  com¬ 
pletely  cured  during  1933. 

The  accommodation  of  the  clinic  is  at  present  taxed  to  the  uttermost, 
and  if  there  is  in  future  years  any  appreciable  increase  in  the  numbers  of 
new  cases,  it  will  be  necessary  to  extend  the  present  premises. 

From  enquiries  made  of  patients  by  the  Medical  Officer  in  charge 
of  the  clinic,  it  is  certain  that  there  are  still  many  infected  persons  in 
the  district  who  do  not  take  advantage  of  the  free  treatment  that  is 
available. 

In  order  to  safeguard  the  future  generation  it  is  essential  that  all 
infected  pregnant  women  should  be  kept  under  treatment  up  to  the  time 
of  their  confinement.  Arrangements  have  been  made  whereby  special 
clinics  will  be  held  for  these  patients  in  connection  with  the  ante-natal 
and  child  welfare  clinics  held  by  the  Lady  Medical  Officers. 
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It  is  hoped  that  this  co-operation  with  the  other  Public  Health 
departments  will  also  result  in  the  discovery  of  many  latent  cases  of 
venereal  disease  and  so  further  reduce  the  incidence  of  congenital 
infections. 


The  serological  tests  used  in  the  diagnosis  of  the  venereal  diseases 
continue  to  be  in  the  hands  of  the  County  Bacteriologist,  and  the 
altogether  exceptional  efficiency  of  this  service  contributes  in  no  small 
degree  to  the  successful  working  of  the  clinic.

The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  work  carried  out  under  the 
Midwives'  Acts  : — 

Eighty-eight  mid  wives  notified  their  intention  to  practise  in  the 
City  of  Stoke-on-Trent  area  during  the  year  1933.  Seven  of  these 
reside  outside  the  City,  and  most  of  their  work  is  done  in  surrounding 
districts. 

No  midwives  are  subsidised  by  the  Council,  but  two  midwives 
practising  in  rural  areas  are  employed  by  District  Nursing  Associations. 

Of  the  81  midwives  residing  in  the  area,  73  possess  the  certificate 
of  the  Central  Midwives'  Board,  and  in  addition  to  possessing  the  C.M.B. 
certificate,  28  are  also  fully  trained  nurses,  whilst  three  others  have 
bad  fever-nursing  training. 

During  the  year  305  routine  inspections  made  ;  on  the  whole 
the  bags  and  equipment  were  found  to  be  satisfactory,  and  the  records 
well  kept.

Under  the  Midwives’  Act,  1918,  claims  were  made  by  Doctors  for 
the  payment  of  fees  in  874  cases,  out  of  1,182  instances  in  which  medical 
aid  was  called  in.  The  874  claims  amounted  to  £1.442  14s.  od.,  compared 
to  £1,269  12s.  od.  in  the  year  1932. 


Infantile  Mortality. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  the  age  of  one  year  was 
397,  being  equal  to  an  infantile  mortality  rate  of  89  per  1,000  births. 
In  1932  the  rate  was  88. 

In  1933  there  were  eleven  large  towns  with  higher  rates  than 
Stoke-on-Trent.

Of  the  397  infants  who  died  in  the  City  before  reaching  the  age  of 
12  months,  207  or  52.1  per  cent,  occurred  in  children  under  one  month 
old,  compared  to  42.8  per  cent,  in  1932.

A  new  Infant  Welfare  Centre  has  been  opened  during  the  year  at 
Brindley  Ford.

At  Burslem  and  Longton  the  Centres  are  open  for  the  whole  of  one 
day  each  week,  and  the  Stoke  and  Fenton  Centres  are  open  for  one 
afternoon  each  week. 


The  Centre  at  Shelton  is  open  for  two  afternoons  each  week,  the 
Consultations  being  held  one  afternoon,  and  the  additional  afternoon 
being  used  for  baby  weighing  and  lectures.

Lectures. 

Lectures  and  practical  classes  by  specially  qualified  teachers  have 
been  given  as  usual  at  the  Centres  in  Cookery  and  Needlework. 

Talks  on  Mothercraft,  along  with  practical  demonstrations  are,  of 
course,  a  routine  and  important  part  of  the  work,  and  have  been  given 
regularly  at  the  Centres. 

An  interesting,  and  what  is  hoped  will  be  a  valuable,  development  of 
the  work,  has  been  the  attendance  at  the  centres  of  classes  of  the  senior 
school  girls  from  many  of  the  schools  in  the  City  area.  The  girls  have 
been  very  interested  in  the  various  details  of  baby  care  and  management. 

Demonstrations  of  baby  bathing,  etc.,  have  also  been  given  by  the 
members  of  the  Health  Visiting  Staff  at  several  of  the  schools  in  the  City. 

Clothing. 

The  sum  of  £25  was  again  generously  given  by  the  Burslem  Mutual 
Burial  Society  at  the  close  of  the  year  for  the  provision  of  help  in  needy 
cases.  It  has  been  possible  to  provide  woollen  garments  and  vests 
for  many  of  the  poorer  infants,  for  whom  no  similar  clothing  would 
otherwise  have  been  provided. 
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Many  free  sterilised  confinement  outfits  have  also  been  supplied  to 
expectant  mothers  attending  the  Ante-natal  Clinics. 


Voluntary  Centres. 

Etruria  Mothers’  and  Babies’  Welcome. 

The  attendances  at  the  various  consultations  and  classes  for  mothers 
have  been  well  maintained.  As  usual  a  very  considerable  amount  of 
work  has  been  undertaken  in  the  Dental  Clinic,  and  31  expectant  mothers 
have  been  referred  from  the  Municipal  Clinics  to  the  Etruria  Centre  ; 
these  mothers  have  derived  much  benefit  from  the  dental  treatment. 


Consultations  at  the  Breast-Eeeding  Clinics  have  been  well  main¬ 
tained.  This  is  of  importance,  as  the  attendance  of  the  mothers  at 
this  Clinic  is  of  much  practical  value  as  a  post-natal  consultation. 

Great  stress  has  always  been  laid  on  the  educational  side  of  the 


work  undertaken  at  the  classes  held  at  this  Centre.

All  the  infants  and  young  children  have  been  well  cared  for. 

A  minimum  of  one  visit  per  month  is  paid  to  each  house  where 
children  have  been  placed  out  to  nurse.  It  is  sometimes  unfortunate 
that  circumstances  require  that  these  children  have  to  be  removed  from 
one  home  to  another.  Considerable  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in 
finding  satisfactory  homes  for  ever}/  case,  and  also  in  providing  adequate 
payment  to  reliable  and  careful  foster  mothers.

It  will  be  noticed  from  the  above  table  that  Puerperal  Sepsis  is 
responsible  for  the  largest  number  of  deaths.  In  the  deaths  from  all 
other  causes,  eleven  occurred  from  Embolism  alone.  In  eight  cases  the 
cause  as  given  in  the  death  certificate  was  Pulmonary  Embolism,  in  one 
case  Embolism  of  the  Liver,  and  in  the  two  remaining  cases,  Cerebral 
Embolism. 

In  the  one  case  of  Cerebral  Embolism  which  occurred  in  the  year 
1933,  Embolism  was  associated  with  abortion.

The  deaths  from  Prematurity  and  Debility  and  Respiratory  Diseases 
are  again  as  in  former  years  responsible  for  a  high  percentage  of  the 
total  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  in  Stoke-on-Trent. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  the  scheme  for  the  provision  of  cots  for  the 
special  case  of  premature  and  feeble  infants  and  for  special  feeding  cases 
has  not  yet  been  put  into  operation. 

The  need  of  measures  for  the  relief  of  overcrowding  is  also  an 
urgent  one.

Pemphigus  Neonatorum. 

Six  cases  of  Pemphigus  Neonatorum  were  notified  during  the  year. 

The  appliances  and  clothing  of  the  midwives  in  contact  with  the 
cases  were  all  disinfected,  and  where  contact  cases  occurred  in  their 
practice,  their  houses  and  bedding  were  also  disinfected. 

The  midwives  themselves  gave  all  possible  assistance  in  the  matter. 

Measles.

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Housing. 

Number  of  Houses. 

There  are  approximately  61,850  houses  in  the  City.  Of  this  number 
probably  about  95  per  cent,  are  below  a  rental  of  £ 26  per  annum. 
About  60  per  cent,  of  the  houses  consist  of  four  rooms  or  less. 

One  thousand,  four  hundred  and  twenty-one  new  houses  were 
completed  during  the  year. 

Population. 

The  population  of  the  area  to  the  middle  of  1933  was  275,100. 

Overcrowding  is  still  bad.  At  a  low  estimate,  ten  per  cent,  of  the 
whole  are  overcrowded  on  a  basis  of  two  persons  per  room. 

The  number  of  new  houses  required  still  falls  very  short  of  the 
requirements.  The  difficulty  of  obtaining  suitable  sites  in  the  City 
owing  to  mining  subsidence  is  too  well  known  to  need  further  emphasis 
and  is  the  cause  of  much  of  the  imigration  of  the  population  to  outlying 
areas. 

In  rendering  old  houses  fit,  a  great  deal  of  good  work  has  been 
done  under  Section  17  of  the  1930  Act,  without  any  difficulties  being 
encountered.  The  work  is  going  on  steadily  throughout  the  City. 

Clearance  Areas — Housing  Acts. 

In  response  to  the  Government  appeal  for  Slum  Clearance  and  the 
request  for  a  five  year  programme,  25  Areas  within  the  City  were 
scheduled  by  the  Council  in  June  and  later  submitted  to  the  Minister 
of  Health. 

Enquiries  were  held  during  the  year  in  connection  with  John  Street, 
Longton  ;  Hill  Street,  Stoke  ;  Ashley  Street,  Hanley,  and  Sutherland 
Road,  Longton,  which  comprise  618  inhabited  houses  containing  727 
families. 

Orders  were  confirmed  during  the  year  for  John  Street,  Longton, 
and  Hill  Street,  Stoke,  and  up  to  the  end  of  the  year  thirteen  houses 
had  been  demolished  in  John  Street. 

Hadderidge  Area,  Burslem,  was  represented  in  December. 

Two  additional  Inspectors  have  been  engaged  to  assist  with  this  work.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  water  supply  of  the  City  is  under  the  control  of  the  Stafford¬ 
shire  Potteries  Water  Board. 

The  supply  is  derived  in  the  greater  proportion  from  deep  wells 
situated  at  Hatton,  Mill  Meece,  Meir  and  Stockton  Brook.  A  considerable 
though  lesser  quantity  is  got  from  springs  at  Wall  Grange.  There  is  an 
abundant  supply,  and  that  from  the  deep  wells  of  excellent  quality. 

The  supply  from  Wall  Grange  is  chlorinated  before  distribution  ; 
this  was  begun  in  the  Autumn  of  1922  when  the  quality  was  found  to 
be  unsatisfactory. 
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There  are  eleven  private  wells  and  25  springs  in  the  City  used  for 
for  domestic  purposes.  These  have  been  visited  from  time  to  time  and 
found  to  be  in  good  order. 


POLLUTION  OF  THE  ATMOSPHERE. 

Records  of  pollution  are  regularly  kept  in  two  distinct  areas  of 
the  City. 


SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

The  following  information  is  kindly  supplied  by  Mr.  W.  H.  Make¬ 
peace,  City  Sewage  Engineer. 

The  progress  made  with  the  new  Sewage  Purification  Works  for  the 
districts  of  Stoke-upon-Trent,  Fenton,  and  Newcastle-under-Lyme  during 
the  past  twelve  months  has  been  very  satisfactory,  after  the  long  delay 
of  over  two  years,  pending  a  decision  between  the  two  Authorities. 

It  is  hoped  by  the  early  part  of  next  year,  to  have  this  plant  in 
operation. 

The  extensions  to  the  Meir  Sewage  Works  are  well  advanced,  to 
provide  for  the  growing  population  of  that  area.  Part  of  the  extensions 
will  be  brought  into  use  during  March. 

There  are  already  indications,  however,  that  the  population  in  that 
area  will  exceed  the  provision  sanctioned  by  the  Ministry  in  connection 
with  these  Works. 

The  improvements  made  to  the  Hanley  Works  are  steadily  pro¬ 
gressing,  so  as  to  properly  equip  them  for  the  sewage  delivered  from  the 
eastern  area  of  the  City,  which  is  being  connected  into  the  new  main 
Valley  Sewage  as  rapidly  as  possible. 
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
